administration. Henry D. Estabrook,
of New Tork, spent an hour in clinch-
ing the argument against the return
of Woodrow Wilson to the presidency.
Estabrook's speech before a Topeka
audience was a clever, clean-c- ut and
decisive flaying of the Wilson policies
from tariff to labor disputes, from
rivers and harbors appropriations to
policies in the European war.

Estabrook was sent to Topeka with
the assurance that he was the best theRepublican national committee could
offer. Few Topekans had heard the
New York lawyer, but today Esta-
brook has a reputation in Kansas as
one of the sharpest tongued speakers
who has addressed Kansas audiences
in recent years. He walked on the
Wilson administration as a tarantula
attacks Its victim with its poison sting. "

There are probably some things aboutthe Democratic administration thatEstabrook might commend. But in
his zeal and enthusiasm, the New
Yorker could not think of them. In-- ,
fact, he expressed a patriotic senti-ment akin to the Wisconsin congress-
man who would willingly stand withWilson if Wilson would but stand inone piace long enough.

Calls Wilson a Wobbler.
In his speech, Estabrook declaredthe Wilson administration had wob-

bled on every issue and had in many
instances left its own policies andteachings to adopt a principle taughtby an opposition party. In the mat-ter of foreign policies. Estabrook de-
clared thep resident had written somany notes and changed front somany times that even the president
did not know the stand of the Amer-
ican . government as affecting foreign
affairs.

Through the passage of the Adam-so- n
eight-ho- ur 'aw, the Democratsmade a political play for votes, saidthe New York lawyer.

"That bin was passed or the eve
of the Maine election," said Estabrook."Maine wrote hej decision and Mainewill be remembered by the nation.The nation will not lose sight of anadministration that so strongly advo-
cated the virtue of arbitration as tourge its principle in settling a worldwar. Yet in a political campaign alabor dispute embodies none of theissues to be settled by a court of arbi-
tration and calls for summary actionwithout a vote or hearing. The na-
tion saw the spectacle and promptlypassed judgment pc lit'es."

Boston Americans Can't ' Lose
the 1916 Pennant Sow.

Fate of the Dodgers Bests in
Hands of John McGraw.

New York, Oct. 2. It is up to John
McGraw. manager of the Giants, to-

day to determine the final standing
of the Dodgers in the mad dash for the
National league championship. With
the Dodgers clinging to the' top by a
bare margin of onepoint, less than
half a game, Wilbert Robinson will
send his charges into the final series
of the season this afternoon against
the Giants.

If the McGrawites take two of the
four grimes from the Dodgers and the
Phillies succeed in winning four from
the Braves, the hopes of John

best friend in baseball will be
wrecked. McGraw, faithful to the
stern, business side of baseball, will
have snatched the world's series from
Wilbert Robinson, his former assis-
tant.

Phils Pla- - Braves.
The Phillies, fresh from their

triumph in Brooklyn, where they
whipied the Dodgers two out of three
games, go into action against the
Braves this afterroon in Philadelphia.
They will play a doubleheader today
and must "finish the season by four
more clashes r with George Stalling'
scrappers.

If rhe Phillies can make a clean
sweep of the series, they will win the
pennant without another thing to help
them. For, in that event, the Dodgers
could not win even it they dropped the
Giants in four straight meetings.
Neither club was favored today in
the last stretch of the race to see who
will go into the world's series against
the Red Sox, for the Phillies are meet-
ing one cf the hardest nuts of either
league in the Braves, and the 'Dodgers
must go into their final scries against
a team which has ;ust established a
new major league record in consecu-
tive victories and which is conceded to
be one t the greatest baseball ma-
chines ever pieced together.

The Red Sox are ready to rest on
their oars and prime up for the
world's title clash with the National
league champions. They became the
1916 champions on the American
league Sunday when Cleveland took
one'game of a doubleheader from the
White Sox. The Red Sox get into
their closing series of the season when
they meet the Philadelphia Athletics,
and even if the Athletics should make
ac lean sweep of the three game
series, the Red Sox still would be
champions.

It has been announced from Boston
that Boston's share of the title games
will be staged at Braves field, where
they were played a year ago. The
national commission has announced a
meeting for tomorrow in New Vork
to arrange a schedule for the con-
tests.

Varsity Showed runch.

Stewart's punting was the big fea-
ture of the varsity playing, but the
team howed quite a hefty punch In
every feature. The interference that
the regulars put up showed that they
have alreadv developed along this line
ns much as they had at mid-seas-

test year, and the forward pass plays,
made difficult by the high wind,
looked encouraging.

Stewart's kick off startins the game
was his poorest of the afternoon and
the freshmen made their first lunge
on their own line. A fumble
gave the varsity the ball and before
three minutes of play had elapsed,
Hooe skirttd around right end for 20
yards and for the first touchdown of
the season. Stewart kicked a perfect
goal against the wind.

Stewart's second kick sailed 45
yards and was received by Jones, who
made a vry slight return. Wilson
attempted to punt the freshmen out
of the d inger zone, but his kick was
blocked and Heller recovered the ball
on the line. Stewart tried a
field goal that failed, and the fresh-
men, again afraid to try for gains,
punted. Perry, Champeny and Hope
carried the ball goalward, making long
pnins on end runs and thru the line,
and Hope again went over for a touch-
down.

After
Stewart's kick the varsity recovered
the ball on a fumble and Sullivan and
McCosh marched down the field for
the fourth touchdown, McCosh going
over.
